Coroner Admits © 
Tragic Throng 
to Huge Morgue 


“In the name of God, I ask you to go 
away and let those seeking for relatives 
and friends come in and identify their 
dead.” 

With these words Coroner Peter Hoff- 
man addressed the thousands who stood 


outside the Second Regiment armory last 


night shortly before 11 o'clock, and then 
the doors were thrown open. 

Twenty at a time, the anxious seekers 
were admitted to the great death chamber. 


Jn less than a minute the line of those wait- 


ing their turn was stretched the length of 


an entire block, and as the night passed 


the line grew longer and longer. . 

While those on the outside waited their 
turn tragic scenes in endless number 
were enacted within the walls of the mas 
sive emergency morgue. Mothers, sis- 
ters, and daughters walked slowly be- 
tween the long lines of dead, hoping and 
yet not hoping. Time and again a single 
scream told of the discovery of some 
loved one, while often there was only a 
euppreseed, choking, heartbreaking sob 
as the mother collapsed beside the body 
of her child. 

Strong men, hardened to tragedy, broke 
down and fled weeping from the butiding, 
unable to bear up under this greatest 
tragedy of all. Other men, finding a wife, 
mother, or sister among the dead, col- 
lapsed like women and had to be helped 
from the hell by others hardly less af- 
fected than themselves. 

Still others moved about the great 
morgue as though in a trance. Here and 
there an hysterical laugh told of some 
mind strained beyond the breaking point. 

As with other appalling disasters, men, 
women, and children moved about, for- 
getting now and then who they were 
and why they bad come. Tragedy wes 
written on every face, tragedy that defies 


description.

BLAMED ON MISTAKE: 
OFFICERS ACCUSED 


Error or Oversight Explains Listing and 


Tipping of Eastland at Clark Street 
Locks as Orchestra Plays. 


‘Rescuers Work. All Night Eringing Out Bodies of 


Imprisoned Picnickers Who Were Suffocated or 
Drowned in Greatest Marine Catastrophe. 


“ Somebody made a big mistake! ” 
Five words serve to epitomize the official summing y up of the 


Eastland tragedy as a half dozen investigating agencies close in 
on the mistaken somebody. 


“Somebody made a big mistake "—what will take rank as one 


of the big mistakes of history—and the placid, shallow, narrow, util- 
itarian Chicago river folded to its bosom perhaps as many human 
beings as ever were caught in any ocean tragedy of modern times. 


At midnight there had been taken from the overturned excur- 


sion boat and from the river near the scene of the disaster—the 
familiar old Clark street bridge—919 dead bodies of children, 
women, and men who had boarded the vessel at 7:30 a. m. for a 
Western Electric gala excursion to llichigan City. 


Of the 889 bodies recovere’, approximately 200 have been 


identified. The others lie, unclaimed and tagged with numbers, in 
the Second Regiment armory, Curtis street and Washington boule- 
vard, The armory was open through the night for the admission of 
people looking for their dead and missing friends. ; 


Dead May Reach 1,800. 


Estimates of the total number of dead—based on the recovery 


of the 919 bodies—are still uncertain. Of the passengers and crew, 
reported to be a few less than 2,500, 700 have reported as safe. 
This would mean that 900 bodies are still in the hull of the vessel 
or in the river, with a total of 1,500 dead. 


However, the authorities do not believe that any such number 


are dead and not recovered. It is supposed that many of the pas- 
sengers got off the ill fated boat without reporting the fact. If 
there are 300 bodies still to be recovered—and work is continuing 
through the night—the total death list would number rer 
1,200. Perhaps it is not so large—it may be larger. 


An Unparalleled Tragedy. 


In the dire catastrophe of the Eastland there was no thrilling 


midocean fight against raging winds and mountain seas, no hidden 
iceberg on a lonely course, no crash of midnight collision, no thun- 
der of big guns in a clash of rival fleets. 

But, literally in the heart of a great city, with elevated trains — 
and street cars thundering past within a few hundred feet, on a 
mild summer morning, with a multitude to look on in mute helpless- 
ness, with metropolitan skyscrapers casting their shadow over it all, 
something like 1,200 persons went to their death in a prosaic excur- 
sion boat as it capsized at its berth. Small buats were all about; a 
city fire station within a few dozen steps. And the boat was lashed 


to its dock! 


Such was the unparalleled, paradoxical tragedy of the Eastland. 


The victims perished within reaching distance of shore, within 
speaking distance of streets crowded with office bound loop workers. 


No Warning; No Escape. 


The better part of them, with women and children outaumber- 


ing the men four to one, died without a chance for life. Packed 
mostly between decks aboard the cranky craft, they got no warning 
from officers and crew until the water was upon them. Then it was 


too late. 


Last night, under the glare of a row of great flaming lights, 


they were still taking the bodies from the death ship, while the 
police fought back the crowd which had lingered all day about the 


scene of disaster, striving for a glimpse of what was going on 


behind the bluecoat cordon, 
Rescuers Work All Night. ; 


The old Eastland, its livery work done, lay wearily on its port 


side less than fifty feet from where it started. More than half the 
boat was submerged. On the dry uppermost portion firemen, federal 
life savers, policemen, physicians, and other rescue workers hov- 
ered about yawning holes which had been pierced through the steel 
shell by oxygen flames. Over all emergency electric lights flared 
and flickered, casting an unearthly glow on the faces of the dead 
as they were brought forth and placed on the stretchers.

TATEMENT by a leading Chi- 
cago marine engineer, who re- 
fused to permit the use of hie 

name: 


“Investigation will show that the ac- 
cident was caused not by overloading or 
by any fault of the specificaiione of the 
boat but by carelessness in the engine 
room. Some one failed to give proper at- 
tention to the ballast. It is human ne- 
ture to make mistakes, and it was simply 
a case of some one going to sleep on the 
job in the engine room. 

“The boat began to feel the weight of 
the crowd on the dock side and to list 
slightly. The one who should have 
watched the dial and noticed the list and 
shifted the water ballast neglected to do 
so. Consequently the boat listed more.

“Then the crowd noticed it and rushed 
to the other side, with the result thet the 
boat was caught as if ina backward roll 
and capsized. Perhaps the propeller was 
started just before the crowd rushed in 
order to give the boat a little ‘ kick.’ 
That would have caused a slight list be- 
fore the recoil. 


“The equipment of the Bastland was 
up to standard, alihough I think that 
there should have been more life rafts. 
The boat was not too narrow. Its beam 
was as wide as the depth of the decks.

“ All the laws in the world would not 
have prevented that accident. As a mat- 
ter of fact, one-half of the people on the 
boat could have tipped it over by a sud- 
den rush. Especially is this true when a 
boat is Still. Had it been running it 
would have been hard to tip it. 

“The owners and inspectors of these 
boats are careful, that is, careful to com- 
ply with the laws governing loading. 
equipment, etc. The trouble is we have 
no laws properly directed. A boat like 
the Bastiand should not be used for ex- 
cursion purposes. It should carry freight 
in its hold and about 500 passengers.

‘We should have laws govern'ng the 
construction of vessels for specific pur- 
poses. For instance, an excursion vessel 
should be built according to specifications 
of beam. ballast, etc., which would insure 
greater safety. Boats like the Eastland 
were not intended for such purposes.’’

INTO CAUSE OF 
- EASTLAND Loss 


Seeks to Find If Safety Prov 
-Slons Were Violated by 
Owners of Ship. 


BY ARTHUR SEARS HENNING. 

Washington, D. C., July 24.—[{Special. ] 
—Who is responsible fom the appalling 
disaster in Chicago today? 

Investigation of the catastrophe, or- 
dered at once by the federal government, 
will disclose whether there was inade- 
quate provision for the safety of pas- 


sengers on the Eastland and whether the} 


law was violated by the steamboat com- 
pany or government inspectors, 

The inquiry also is expected to deter- 
mine*the course the government will pur- 
sue in regard to enforcement of the La- 
Follette law, which will go into effect 
next fall and which the great lakes steam- 
ship companies have memorialized con- 
gress to repeal as too rigorous to permit 
continued profitable operation of their 
business. 


Foe of More Safety Appliances. 
Officials of the department of commerce 
assert that one of the most vigorous pro- 


tests filed by great lakes vessel men| 
against the provisions of the La Follette| 
seamen'’s law came from Manager Hull} 


of the line aperating the ill fated East- 
land. 

Secretary of Commerce Redfield wae in- 
formed by Mr. Hull, according to those 
who have seen his letter, that the East- 
land was of steel construction and an ex- 
cursion steamer of the safest type. Mr. 
Hull argued that a compliance with the 
provisions of the new law would be next 
to a physical impossibility because of the 
additional equipment it would be neces- 
sary to put on its decks. 


May Have Reduced Loss. 
Had the lifeboat provisions of the new 


seamen’s law gone into effect on July 1/— 


the loss of life as a result of the Kastiand 
disaster would probably have been ma- 
terially reduced. It would have required 
the addition of mahy more liferafts and 
lifeboats. The deck space required to 
accommodate the additional equipment 
would have made necessary a reduction in 
the number of passengers carried. 
Albert Lea Thurman, solicitor of the 
department of commerce, gave a legal 
opinion to the effect the lifeboat section 
of the law would be effective from July 1. 


personal protest from great lakes lines 
representatives, who claimed it would be 
a physical impossibility to meet the re- 
quirements of such a ruling.

Assistant Secretary of Commerce 
Sweet then decided to ask Attorney Gen- 
eral Gregory te pass on the Thurman 
decision. There was no attempt to con- 
ceal the desire of the department of com- 
merce to have the opinion of its solicitor 
overruled. 


Friction Over Date. 

The great lakes vessel men obtained 
from Congressman J. W. Alexander of 
Missouri, chairman of the house mer- 
chant marine and fisheries committee, a 
letter in which he asserted that it was the 
intenton of congress to heve no provision 
of the act go into effect untH Nov. 4, 1915, 
eight months after the date of its approv- 
al by the president. 

While admitting that the lifeboat sec- 
tion of the bil) specifically named July 1 
at the effective date of that part of the 
measure, it was pointed out that it was 
inconsistent with the provision at the 
end of the bill: 

“ This act shall take effect as to all ves- 
sels of the United States eight months 
after its passage.”’. 

It was explained that July 1 was fixed 
in the lifeboat section at a time when it 
was expected the act would be passed 
early in the last session of congress. 

With reference to the conflict in dates 
the attorney general ruled: ‘ The later 
provision must prevail because it is both 
presumptive and’ in fact the one that 
came last to the attention of the legisia- 
ture. As the latest legislative thought on 
the subject it must prevail.” 

Upon receipt of the first report of the 
disaster Dickerson N. Hoover, acting su- 
pervising inspector general of the steam- 
boat inspection service, telegraphed Ira 
B. Mansfield, chief inspector at Chicago, 
to institute an investigation. 

Shortly thereafter Acting-Secretary of 
Commerce Sweet instructed Mr. Hoover 
to proceed at once to Chicago to direct

Ocean Survivor, Now on East- 
land, Tells of Sinking 
of Boat, 


John V. Elbert, a survivor of the Titanic 
disaster, was employed as gauge man on 
the Eastland and again esca with hig 
life. In addition to waking up members 
of the crew and saving their lives, he 
guided three dodzen persons imprisoned 
in the aft saloon to safety. 

He was at work in the engine room and 
gave a lucid account of what he con- 
sidered to be the cause of the accident. 
“The captain told me to wake up some 
of the crew that were still asleep away 
up forward," said he, ‘‘ when it looked as 
if there was going to be trouble. I ran 
up there just in time, and yelled ‘ Aband 
ship,’ which is the cry to all hands to 
abandon the ship. Some of the boys got 
out when the water was beginning to 
come over the side. I was up on deck 
when she settled on her side, and got 
afely over onto the side. I knew every 
nch of the ship and I knew that there 
were a lot of people imprisoned in the 
a room in the rear of the main 


Put on Bathing Suit. 

“My locker “was on the starboard side, 
the side that was up, and I got down ard 
put on my bathing suit. I crawled back 
through the passageway leading back to 
the saloon without any trouble. I didn’t 
meet any one there, but there roust have 
been half a hundred persons in the loung- 
ing room. 

“ They were hanging to the molding, to 
chairs, and life preservers, and I gucss 
there were several who were drowned in 
the water which filled the under half of 
the cabin. I told them I could get them 
out, if they only hung to the life presery- 
ere long enough. There were six in the 
first party I led up forward. They couldn't 
get out the way I came in, because I had ta 
swim under water part way to get back 
from the companion way. -

Health Chief Will ‘Treat 
Those Who Have Swal- 
_lowed River Water. 


PLANS AUTO CANVASS. 


Health Commissioner Robertson will 
muster his entire corps of physicians this 
morning, and by automobile a canvass of 
the homes of the survivors of the BHast- 
land disaster will be made. In each home 
where persons saved were first plunged 
into the river the vaccine treatment to 
prevent typhoid fever will be adminis- 
tered. 

Dr. Robertson has 160 doctors in hie de- 
partment. Of these, 110 are school physi- 
cians and are now off duty. The commis- 
sioner has the power, however, to sum- 
mon them in a case of necessity; and last 
night he ordered all of them to report to 
the city hall this morning. 

“Persons who fell from the decks of 
the boat into the river undoubtedly swal- 
lowed some of the polluted water,, Dr. 
Robertson said. “ They are in danger of 
typhoid fever, and the health department 
is going to attempt to ward off the disease. 
The vaccine treatment is an effective 
cure, and it is used by the United Statea 
health service and in the United States 
army. 

“Chicago cannot have an epidemic of 
typhoid following this catastrophe, and I 
have ordered all my physicians out. They 
will proceed by automobiles to the homes 
of the survivors. The Iroquois Memoria) 
hospital is also open, and physicians there 
will administer the treatment. To guard 
against any one not being attended to, 
however, I ordered the house to house

All Resources of Some Stock- 
holders Ted Up i 
- Vessel, 


The principal owners of the Eastland 

are residents of Michigan, and a number 
of the stockholders are fruit growers in 
the vicinity of St. Joseph and Benton 
Harbor. George T. Arnold, owner of 
several boats, and whose home is at 
Mackinac island, is the president of the 
company, and W. H. Howell and C. L. 
‘Steele, both of St. Joseph, are the vice 
president and secretary, respectively. 
Mrs. B. A. Graham, St. Joseph, mother- 
in-law of Howell, is a large owner of the 
stock of the company. 

When the steamer was built the city of 
St. Joseph purchased $10,000 worth of the 
stock. The money ~vas frum a $50,000 sur- 
plus on hand at the *’.ne, and the munici- 
pal authorities ‘ere believed it would 
induce persous to visit the city. 

It is said that practically all of the 
financial resources of the leading stock- 
holders are tied up in the investment. 

It was in 1903 that the Eastland, then 
heralded as the staunchest passenger 
veasel in commission on the great lakes, 
was brought to Chicago from Port Huron, 
‘Mich., where it was built at a cost of 
$265.000 by the Jenks Shipbuilding com-

Sheriff Kinkead this afternoon issued 
a warning that he will arrest the execu- 
tive officers of the Tidewater Oil com- 
pany if any of their armed guards fire 
on the crowd of striking employés except 
in defense of their lives. ' 

“And when I say in defense of their 
lives I do not mean in defense of their 
property,”’ the sheriff added. 

“I'm at the limit of my resources un- 
less Gov. Fielder sends troops,” he said. 


Food Getting Scarce. 

Added to the seriousness of the outlook 
was the food aituation. The strikers have 
no surplus to fall back on. The shop- 
keepers have been protesting that they 
must have money for supplies. 

Two hundred dollars was distributed 
among the strikers by Mrs. J. Sergeant 
Cram, wel! known social worker, and 
Amos Pinchot. It did not go far, how- 
ever, among 8,000 men, practically all of 
whom have families. 

“The whole situation is infamous and 
terrible,”’ said Pinchot after an inveati- 
gation of conditions, ‘‘ and my sympathy 
is whole-heartedly with the strikers.” 

“My sympathy is wholly with the 
strikera,” said Mrs. Cram.

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TYPHUS STAMPED OUT IN 
SERBIA, DOCTOR ASSERTS, 


Disease Conquered by Bathing and 
Vaccinating Soldiers — Special 
Bath Cars Travel Over Country. 


An interesting letter confirming the an- 
nouncement that typhus has been stamped 
out of the most important centers in 
Serbia has come to THE TRIBUNE from 
Dr. G. A. Lurie in Skoplje, connected with 
the Rockefeller commission. He says: 

“I am assisting Prof. Castillani in the. 
clinic inoculating the soldiers with the 
tetra-vaccine (cholera, typhoid, paraty- 
phoid A and paratyphoild B) which was 
discovered by Prof. Castillani some years 
back. Donald C. Thompson, your pho- 
tographer, has been here a few days, and 
during his stay has been with our com- 
mission continually. 

“ There is no typhus here or !n Monas- 
tere. We are petrolizing all stagnant 
pools and vaccinating all soldiers prior 
to their departure for the front. We also 
send out inspectors.-to find all houses that 
have had typhus or any other contagious 
diseases and then disinfect them. 

“Tomorrow (June 25) twenty sanitary 
men, among them about six doctors, leave 
for Velis with tents and a bath car that 
has been improvised from a freight car 
by putting in fifteen shower baths. When 
the soldiers get through they go to the 
next car and saturate themselves with 
kerosene, and while this is being done 
their clothes are being disinfected in the 
next freight car by steam. The sanitary 
men stay in each town about two weeks. 
They go from town to town vaccinating 
soldiers for cholera and typhoid, bathing 
the soldiers, and promoting sanitation. 

“ Malaria has been on the increase here, 
but that also is being put under con- 


trol. It is surprising the amount of trop-) 
ical diseases there are here. There isalso |

TORPEDO ATTACK ON ORDUNA 
DOESN’T DETER SISTER SHIP 


Anchor Liner Tuscania Sails from 
New York Direct for Glasgow— 
Ten Americans Aboard. 


New York, July 24.—[Special.]—Un- 
daunted by the German submarine attack 
on its sister ship, the Orduna, last week, 
ten American citizens sailed this morning 
on the Anchor liner Tuscania direct for 
Glasgow. Since. most of the Cunard line 
steamships have been requisitioned by 
the British government, the Anchor liners 
have been calling at Liverpool. The 
decision to send the Tuscdnia to Glasgow 
removes a great deal of the danger of 
submarine attack, as the German under- 
sea boats have been operating mostly in 
the Irish sea. The Tuscania’s course will 
be around the aorth coast of Ireiand. 

Among the Americans aboard were Mrs. 
and Miss Edith Walmsiey of Indianapolis, 
Ind. The Tuscania carried sixty-four 
sabin and seventy-nine steerage passen- 
gers, twenty-six of the cabin passengers 
being women. Capt. Peter McLean, in 
command, said that as soon as his ship 
cleared Sandy Hook boat drills would be 
held and the women would be instructed 
n putting on life belts. 

The liner carried 10,000 tons of general 
cargo, including a large number of auto 
trucks. It was said there were also a

Mother Country and Colonies 
Firmly United; Will 
Fight fo End, 


BY T. P. O’CONNOR.

LONDON, July 28.—Thie has been a 
week of emotions as variable as events, 
and the oolncidence of the big coal miner#’ 
strike in Wales and the big Russian re- 


treatea have produced considerable, dis- 
tress. The misfortune of the Russians 


naturally aggravated intense universal 
reprobation of the action of the miners, 
Lioyd-George succeeded in settling the 
strike largely because hie countrymen 
themselves were ashamed of their con- 


duct, 

At the same time he succeeded in mak- 
ing it perfectly clear that the closing of 
the labor disputes by the coercive powers 
of the munitions bill was quite imprac- 
ticable in the case of the miners and also 
that the British government as before 
must trust to persuading instead of 
forcing British workmen. ' 

We find consolation for the bse 
discredit caused by the Welsh atrike in 
news that the miners returned to their 
work in splendid temper, and are making 
up for lost time by more strenuous 
work, 


English Will Not Quit War. 

Studying the psychology of England at 
this hour, I find increasing evidence of an 
obstinate determination to fight to the 
bitter end. The first symptom was the 
universal condemnation of the Weish mi- 
ners. Secondly, every mention of peace 
is scouted. Thirdly, the new munitions 
department gets men to work Sundaysas 
well as week days by a simple appeal to 
their patriotism. 

The wave of depression which followed 
the first revelation of the deficiency of 
our ammunition is passing. 

The bitterness of the struggle deepene 
every hour. You may dismiss from your 
minds any chance of war ending before 
another year, unless Germany suddenly 
cracks, owing to internal divisions and 
commercial pressure, of which signs are 
yet small. 

Events occurring in Russia naturally 
excite intense anxiety. But English opin- 
ion consoles itself with the thought thet 
Russia is most dangerous when in re- 
treat and on its own soil. Russia, ex- 
cept in the unlikely event of her armies 
being made prisoner or broken upentirely, 
will continue to hold two million German 
and Austrian soldiers on the eastern 
front. ; 

For England the war is only beginning 
but a very good beginning was made 
when the first bodies of Kitchener’s new 
armies were sent to France. These com 
paratively raw recruits compared favor- 
ably with men of old army corps. 

Italy’s bold invasion of Austria appar 
ently proceeds successfully though slow- 
ly and hopes of »"iccess in the Dardanelles 
grow hourly as troops continue to be 
sent there. In the meantime Turkey's 
difficulties regarding ammunition are pro- | 
claimed by angry attempts of Germany 
to bully Roumania into allowing free 
passage for Germany’s supplies to her 
beleaguered ally. 


Balkan States Ready for War. 

We read_in Mr. Asquith’s mysterious 
allusion that some of the many millions 
he has just got from parliament might 
be wanted for new allies a strong belief 
that one of the Balkan states is at last 
ready to jump to the English side of the 
fence ;

These colors are valuable for their in- 
visibility, and invisibility comes from their 
being the color of the ground, of dirt, hence 
they do not show the stains of travel. The 
Germans have achieved their wonderful invis- 
ibility by copying exactly—a dirty rag. For 
the traveler @ gray hue is preferable to the 
green as concealing soot and cinder marks. 
Shade and weight will be influenced by the cli- 
mate. As clothes can be added when neces- 
sary, it is well te dress for the maximum ex- 
pected temperature with a tunic large enough 


_ to contain a warm sweater. 


The reader may have noticed that it is easy 
to add clothes from the waist up.

through a focusing glass, not by looking down 
into one. 

Your watch should be half hunter style, 
with large black figures on the outer face and 
a luminous dial inside. A chronograph will 
be useful to measure the time between the 
firing of cannon and the explosion of the shells 
and for timing movements of troops, etc. On 
the other wrist wear another compass—I also 
have one on my key chain—and have another 
watch somewhere in reserve. The wrist watch 
will seem foppish at first, but when you have 
your field glass around your neck, camera in 
one pocket, films in another, lunch in a third, 
a pocket full of notebooks, ar electric torch, 
a map case, a canteen—and a cold in the 
head, you will tuck your handkerchief up your 
sleeve as unblushingly as the villain in the 
play. 

An electric flash is not only a handy thing, 
it may save your life. For reading light noth- 
ing equals candles. They can be bought any- 
where. Take a U. S. army folding candle 
lantern. Oil leaks over everything. Electric 
batteries cannot be replaced. 

For carrying your clothes, suitcases with 
one telescopic side are the least undesirable 
for train, automobile, or packing on horses. I 
would like to find a reasonably weatherproof 
one that opens on both sides and does not 
weigh more than its contents, 

For bed clothes, army blankets with buttons 
every six inches all around are better than 
sleeping bags, excepting as bug excluders. If 
the weather is below freezing a feather quilt 
is lighter and warmer. You don’t camp out 
in Europe, so a rubber blanket is not neces- 
sary. A camp bed is not worth traveling 
with, as it is unwieldy, and, like me, you will 
not have it with you when you want it. 

Take everything in duplicate except over- 
coat, viz., clothes, boots, watches, glasses (if 
you can afford to), cameras, compasses, caps— 
you will buy your linen as you go. The fact 
that you will live in one suit most of the time 
and sleep in it often will make the change 
only the more agreeable.

: VERY girl who works, and who can 
possibly do so, should make an ef- 
fort to have a savings account, no 
matter how small a one it may be. 
Business girls are sometimes crit!- 
cised for being extravagant because they 
wear expensive clothes. The factthata 
girl who earns her own living wears good 
clothes is not always an indication that 
she is extravagam& There are many 
women earning large salaries who can 
afford to buy expensive clothes. How- 
ever, when every cent-a girl earns above 
her bare necessities is put into her clothes, 
and she even stints herself on her lunches 
in order to put the money in good clothes, 
it is not common sense. 

A girl I worked with once does more 
with the money she earns than any one 
I ever heard of on asimilaramount. The 
reason for it is that she is systematic 
about her expenditures and keeps an ac- 
curate account.

Green oooked peeas sour quicker than any 
other vegetable probably, and they dete- 
tiorate rapidly before they are cowked, 
whence many a can of peas of the highest 
price is poor and flavoriess or with a posi- 
tively disagreeable flavor from deteriora< 
tion. 

Fortunately for home canning, the can- 
ner has no rapid machinery for gathering 
and thrashing peas as the commercial 
eanners have, after which washing is 
necessary. This washing, blanching, and 
then cooling in water, and finally the ad- 
dition of water In the can, sometimes re- 
duces the proper flavor of canned peas to 
zero. And this is notall. A salt solution 
bath is sometimes used in the grading. 
Keep water off peas! They are finest ifno 
water is used in their preparation except 
that in which they are cooked. The only 
way to do this is to shell them carefully 
by hand and never on the pods, as is 
sometimes done, unless these have been 
washed and dried immediately with e 
cloth. ;

Recklessness was again a factor in the defeat 
at Charleroi and Dinant Aug. 23, when Bulow 
forced his way behind Namur and compelled the 
French as well as the remnant of the southern 
Belgian field army to retreat hastily. On that day 
Kiuck attacked the British at Mons. They had 
been brought up in all haste, but made an excel- 
lent defense. Defeat of the French to the right 
and development of a flanking movement to their 
left compelled them to retire. 

That retreat for the allies’ left wing carried the 

troops back more than 125 miles in twelve days, 
until Sept. 4, when-they had reached the shelter of 
the Grande Morange, east of Paris. They were 
ecnstantly harassed by a foe that moved with a 
swiftness never before known to warfare. They 
several times tried to make a stand, the French 
hurtying troops from Alsace to help the British, 
but the latter were badly defeated at St. Quentin 
Aug. 28, and the combined forces at Senlis and 
Compeigne, within thirty miles of the walls of 
Paris, on Sept. 2. 
Meanwhile Bulow and the Wurtemburgers had 
forced their way across the Meuse at Mezieries 
Aug. 28 and were descending west and east of 
Reims and taking the Laon-Le Frere line of in- 
trenched camps. The crown prince had taken 
Long wy Aug. 27, forcea his way across the Meuse 
at Stenay Ang. 30, and had gained a big victory 
over the French in the Argonne forest Sept. 1. 


Sudden Shift by Germans. 

‘It was at this time that the German plans sud- 

nly changed. Von Kluck, who had been driving 

constantly to the westward in an attempt to out- 
flank the British and the French forces, sent to 
their relief, suddenly swerved his army toward 
the east Sept. 3-4. Hie cavalry and light infantry 
had deen raiding all of western France north of 
the Seine, had compelled the evacuation of Rouen, 
and were threatening even Calais. These forces 
suddenly drew toward the center. 
‘The Germans have never officially explained 
thin movement, but the Paris reports have said it 
was caused by the sadden discovery that the 
French had massed a big new army in Paris 
which threatened to drive between Kiuek and 
Balow and cut off the former. 

At any rate, the whole aspect of the German 
attack was suddenly altered. Taking the chance 
of exposing his right flank to the army in Paris, 
Kluck by Sept. 4 was codperating with the other 
German armies in an attempt to break through the 
allied line to the east of Paris. Had they suc- 
ceeded they would have folded back the main 
French forces on the line of forts and gained a 
greater Sedah and then turned to capture Paris at

The flanking 
movement from Paris forced Kluck to give way, 
and then in turn Bulow went back behind Reims, 
then the Duke of Wurtemburg, who with Bulow 
had been hammering at Vitry-le-Francois in an 
effort to break the French center, joined in the 
retreat, and the crown prince’s army—which suaf- 
fered a severe Gefeat in the Argoune forest near 
Revigny and Bar-le-Duc—was compelled to give 
up a grip it had taken on the western forts of 
Verdun and te abandon an attempt te isolate that 
fortresa. 

These forces retired to lines which ate almost 
identical with those occupied today from Soissons 
on the Aisne to the Verdun front. 


From the hour that the Germans took their 


stand on the range of bluffs to the north of the 
Aisne and Reims—a position which Blucher said 
he could hold against the world with 80,000 men— 
began a race for possession of the French coast. 
From Soissons to Verdun both sides dug them- 
selves into elaborate trenches for defense and 


‘then set out to extend their lines. 


With the Germans it was an attempt to strike 
as far west as possible; with the allies one to 
bend the German line back as far as possibile. 

This phase of the campaign ended Oct. 16, when 
the Belgian army, driven from Antwerp, estab- 
lished iteelf behind the Yperfee canal, running to 


Dixmude; the British in front of Ypres, and the. 


French on a line almost due and south to 
the angle of the Oise and Aisne in front of Cou- 
lommiers. At one time in this movement the 
German cavalry struck as far west as St. Omer, 
twenty-five miles from Calais, and the allied cav- 
alry took Ghent, thirty-five miles north of the 
present line. 

All the while the Germans were desperately at- 
tempting te break the allied lines in the angle 
of the Oise and Aisne rivers, the point nearest 
te Paris. 


Sudden Fall of Antwerp. 


Meantime the Germans had taken Antwerp. 
The Belgian field army had been concentrated 
there and was constantly making raids on com- 
munications enti endangering operations in 
France. So huge howitzers such as had reduced 
Liege’s forts in about sixteen days, Namur’s in 
three days, Maubeuge’s in seventeen days, and 
Longwy's in less than a week, were brought to 
bear. In four days’ bombardment the supposedly 
impregnable fortress was pierced and the shelling 
of the city begun, compelling the Belgians to 
evacuate it in order to avoid its destruction. It 
fell Oct. $, and the Germans advanced and took 
Ostend Oct. 15. 

Following the final “consolidation” of the al- 
lied line came a series of desperate battles in an 
attempt of the Germans to reach the ports of 
Calais and Boulogne, from which they could hope 


to control the Englisn channel. Dixmuade was 
taken and Dunkirk almost fell, the British were 
driven almost to Ypres, and the French were 
forced back nenr Arras; but the attacks ended 
Nov. 15 when, under the eyes of the kaiser, the 
famous Prussian guard tried te take Ypres 
and failed with huge losses. 

On top of this the Germans tried to drive « 
wedge between Verdun and Toul and isolate the 
former fortress. They succeeded in crossing the 
Meuse Nov. 19 and taking St. Mihtel, forming the 
famous salient that has been described as “an 
arrow aimed at the heart of France.’ They could 
get no farther. 

Throughout the winter the great trench war- 
fare was a constant severe battle, with few con- 
centrated engagements. Early in January the

ting Steinbach—and also made a successful attack 
north of Solssons, but in the former case they 
were quickly checked and in the latter the Ger- 
mans retaliated by taking impertant positions on

‘Allies Fail in the Spring. 


March saw what was 
Ding of the long awaited offensive of the allies. 
The British —— es lille, taking Neuve 
Chapelle, but Just as t seemed on the point 
of gaining tele way through the German lines 
they were ..opped by havee wrought by their 
own artillery... The French also launched an at- 
tack in Champagne, between Reims and the Ar- 
gonne, near Pe thes. Severe battles for weeks 
brought them a gain of less than a mile. A new 
attack in Alsace brought the French nearer to 
Colmar and gave them new positions in the 
Vosges passes. 

Early April saw a fierce battle in the St. Mihiel 
salient. In two weeks’ fighting the French made 
important gains, closing up the base of the wedge 
and also cutting off its point. 

The British April 17 took Hill 60, an important 
position near Ypres. They attempted to follow 
up this success, but April 1 the Germaas fer the 
first time employed asphyxiating gas in battle 
and almost breke through the allies’ line north 
of Ypres, gaining three miles toward that strong- 
hold, 

In May and June the chief fighting centered 
around Arras, the French making slow progress 
toward the important railway center of Lens and 
endeavoring to cut the German line so that a re- 
tirement of all the troops to the south would be 
forced. In the course of this fighting the “ La>y- 
rinth,” a remarkable work constructed by the 
Germans north of Arras, was captured after three 
weeks of fighting in a maze of forts and connect- 


ing passages. 


SERIES OF SMASHING CAMPAIGNS 


MARK 


WAR ON RUSSIAN FRONT. 


Wholly unlike the stubborn trench warfare | 


that has marked all but the first phase of the 
western fighting has been the conduct of the war 
on the Russian front. Here campaign after cam- 
paign has been fought, with maneuvering of 
gigantic armies on a vast stage. Smashing blows 
have been delivered by both sides, but mainly by 
the Germans. The Russians have depended large- 
ly on movements of great masses of men that 
have found weak spots in the enemy's lines. 
Austria has figured poorly in offensive move- 
ments except when alded by her ally. 

In the beginning the Austro-German military 
staffe erred in their estimate of the time needed 
fer the concentration of Russia’s army. Six 
weeks was the shortest period they gave. 

So 6nly smal! covering forces of Germans were 
left on the eastern frontier, their best efforts be- 
ing directed at the effort to paralyze France. The 
Austrians on their part ventured on a awift in- 
vasion of Russia on the same lines followed by 
the Germans and Austrians after the recent fall 
of Lemberg. They planned to break through the 
main lines of Russian fortresses, capture Warsaw 
and halt the concentration of the czar’s armies. 

To the surprise even of the allies, the Russians 
moved within three weeks. As the German “ fan 49 
was opening through Belgium, Gen. Rennenkampf 
and Gen. Sansomoff pushed large forces into the 


Mazurian lakes district in East Prussia, while 


more than 800 miles away, on an air line, other 
great forces were driving into eastern Galicia, 
and the advance guard of a huge army was en- 
gaging the Austrians at Krasnik, south of Lublin. 
Fugitives were coming into Berlin and Vienna 
telling of the terrors of Cossack raids. 

The Germans had te weaken the force of their 
blew against France by diverting large forces 
inte Bast Prussia, while the Austrians had to 
guard Lemberg instead of driving home their ad- 


vance against Warsaw. 
Hindenburg’s First Blow. 


Their very swiftness, however, brought upon 
the Russians one of the great disasters of the 
war. After other commanders had vainly striven 
to stop the czaf’s forces in East Prussia, the 
kaiser called from his retirement “ Hindenburg of 
the Lakes,” the general whose life work in study- 
ing the strategy of the Masurian swamps had 
brought upon him much army ridicule. 

Gathering reserves, the garrisons of forts and 
what first line troops he could, Hindenburg on 
Aug. 27 struck Sansomoff at Tannenbersg, sough of 
Allenstein, and in three days practically annihi- 
lated an army of more than 260,000 men, captur- 


ing over 100,000 prisoners and killing and drown- 
ing tens of thousands more. Other swift blows 
that followed sent Rennenkampf back behind the 
Kovno-Grodno forts. 

Yet this disaster did not stop the advance of the 
Russians. They had defeated the Austrians at 
Rawaruska Sept. 3 and taken Lem»erg, they had 
won a battle near Lublin Sept. 5, and on Sept. 22 
they took Jaroslav and invested the great fortress 
of Przemysl. By Oct. 22 they were conquering 
the Carpathian passes leading into Hungary, and 
their Cossacks were raiding well into the plains. 

Here came another of the swift strokes of the 
Germans. Withdrawing large parts of his forces 
from East Prussia—so making possible a Russian 
victory at Augustowo Oct. 2—and reinforced by 
troops drawn from the western front, Hindenburg 
thrust a huge army through middle and southern 
Russian Poland at Warsaw and the Ivangorod 
fortress. Hastily the Russians were forced to 
draw back from Hungary and the Carpathians 
and retire so far in Galicia as to raise the siege 
of Przemysl. 

For ten days, Oct. 14-24, a flerce struggle went 
on and the Germans won their way to within 
seven miles of Warsaw and five of Ivangorod, and 
forced a passage across the Vistula midway be- 
tween these strongholds. But out from Nowo- 
georgeiwsk fortress west of Warsew the Russians 
suddenly launched 100,000 cavairy, which bent 
back the German left flank and compelled a re- 
treat to the frontier, 


Mackensen Aids Austrians. 


In consequence of the German reverse the Aus- 
trians suffered a succession of severe defeats. 
Their armies were broken in a big Russian vic- 
tory at Jaroslav on Nov. 5, and part were crowded 
back on Cracow and part inte the Carpathian 
passes, already partly choked with snow, So se- 
verely shaken were the Austrians that the Rus- 
eians reached the outer lines of the Cracow de- 
fenses, penetrating to Wielicza, only seven miles 
from the city, on Nov. 7. 

At this time Gen. Mackensen came into pubiiec 
notice. Hindenburg had been placed in general 
charge of the eastern campaign, and to Macken- 
een was intrusted another swift blow that would 
engage the Russians until the Aastrians had 
time to recover. 

At the moment that the Russian armies were 
pushing toward Posen and their advance on Nov. 
7 had even captured Ploecken, on German s0!! 
southeast of that city, Mackensen was gathering 
a large army based on the fortress of Thorn. He 
sud@enty advenced, and on Nev. 15-16 smashed 
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the Russians, whe hurried from south and north. 
The Germans cat their way out to a line west of 
Leds after three days ef the mest remarkable 
Saghting of the war, the dead being piled three 
feet high on many parts of the Geld. Gen. Ren- 
menkampf was deprived of command for his fail- 
ure te come up in time te make the German dis- 


aster compicte. 

Fresh forces were rushed up by the Germans, 
their lines were reformed, and on Dec. 6 they 
took Lods. Berlin then announced that the Rus- 
sian army was broken and could not make a 
stand before Warsaw, but on the line of the Baura 
and Rawka rivers the czar’s forces etood, and 
six days of most determined attacks—in which 
the Russians said tens of thousands of Germans 
were killed—failed to dislodge them. Russians 
made heavy attacks early in January, and Ger- 
mans again launched assaults early in February, 
but the lines here remained substantially the 
same up to July 1. 


Austrians Again Crushed. 


Mackensen’s drive for a time relieved the pres- 
sure On the Austrians, and by mid-December their 
armies had been reformed with @ leavening of 
German troops, and they undertook an offensive 
against the weakened Russian lines in Galicia, 
advancing from Cracow and the Carpathians. 
The Przemysi garrison of more than 100,000 men 
also made a sortie to break through and join the 
armies coming through the passes. The Austrian 
movemeuts were slow and iil timed, however, and 
the Russians were able te concentrate 
the three atmics in turn, smashing the Cracow 
forees pear Tarnew on Dee. % and the others 
withia a week. 

Bo severely were the Austrians defeated thet 
the czar’s forces wete able to establish them- 
selves firmly on the Tarnow line—se as to threat- 
en an adVance on Cracow—to overrun Bukowina, 
and to drive ahead into the Carpathian passes, 
not to be dislodged again on this line until Mack- 
ensen’s recent drive. 


It was not long, however, before the Germans 
retaliated with another smashing blow. While 
the chief armies had been engaged in the battles 
west of Warsaw the Russians had been slowly 
invading East Prussia again, and late in January 
had turned the head of the Mazurian lakes near 
Gumbinnen and were once more threatening 
Koenigsberg. Bnow'’ was deep on the ground and 
they took security ip-thie fact. 


_. Spddenly on Feb, 23 a Dig German force that 


had plowed through the snow descended on their 
right wing te the north ef Gumbinnen and sent it 
fiying iw reut,. Another force strack the left wing 
at Lyck, and then the two German columns con- 
verged epen the disorganized center. The Rus- 
stans strove heroically te extricate themscives ia 
a series of batties im the snow that lasted until 
Feb. 22, but they lost more than 100,000 prisoners 
and many of their gums and mest of their equip- 
ment. ’ 

It was this victory that paved the way for the 
recent German advance on Mitau and Riga. 

Its effect was felt along the whole Russian line. 
The Germans drove well into northern Poland, 
threatening the fortress of Ossowiec and taking 
Pryzasnys in the direction of Nowogeorgeiwsk, 


while the Austrians retook Czernewits and raided 
into Bessarabia. 

With the surrender of the Austrians at Przemyal 
On March 22, after a five months’ siege, the tide 
again turned for the Russians. Some 250,000 men 
and many guns thus released were hurried into 
the Carpathians, and in a campaign extending to 
April 14 they broke through Dukla, Lupkow. 
Rostok, and other passes_and established them- 
Selves at Sztropko, twenty miles inside Hungary. 
They also steadily hammered the enemy before 
Uzsok pass and beat back all attempts of the Aus* 


gary for the long predicted invasion, 

In the latter part of April, however. warning 
began to come from Petrograd of a great concen- 
tration by the Germans east of Cracow intended 
to strike at the point where the Russian line bent 
into the Carpathians. 

The blow fell late in April, and after a great

Searcely leas remarkable than the great advance 
of the Germans, however, has been the great re- 
treat of the Russians. In their Carpathian cam- 
paign they expended a huge amount of ammuni- 
tion which they could not replenish while Arch - 
angel port was closed in the winter and the 
Trans-Siberian railroad partly blockaded. Yet 
they have constantly fought rear guard actions 
of a desperate character, and the main army and 
most of its great transport trains have been able 
to get away in good condition. Scores of thou- 
sands of Russian prisoners have been taken, but 
Petrograd asserts that most of these were devoted 
rear guards who accounted for huge losses on the 
part of the enemy before they were cut off. 


Austro-Germans’ Drive on Warsaw. | 

With Galictea all but cleared of the Russians 
ané with the Austro-German efmies pressing 
northward in southern Potand, the Germans in- 
augurated a smashing drive on Warsaw from 


notth, west, and south. Great masses of German 


troops were-flung across the Hast Prussian fron- 
tier against the Russian chain of defenses guard- 
ing Wareaw on the north. By rapid advances the 
Germans reached the Narew river and its chain 
of great fortresses only a few miles northwest 
of thé Polish capital They are now trying to 
drive across this river. 

Directly west of Warsaw the reinforced Ger- 
man army has pierced the Bztra river line of 
defense and how is etruggling with the Russians 
for the outer defenses of Warsaw, within seven- 
teen miles of the city. Farther south the Ger- 
mah armies afte swinging in toward the Vistula 
river, and at one point, Grojec, are only twenty- 
six miles south of Warsaw. Berlin is predicting 
ar» capture of the Polish capital within a fort- 
a t. 


ALLIES 


FIGHT AT DARDANELLES 
TO GET AMMUNITION TO RUSSIA. 


Entrance of Turkey into the war tmmensely 
complicated the problems of the allies, for the 
closing of the Dardanelles shut off the Russian 
wheat which the western powers needed and the 
easiest route for the re a of Russia's 
tremendous use of arms ané ammunition. 


Two peculiar events at the outset of the war 
paved the way for Turkey's participation. Near- 
ing cempletion in British shipyards were twe 
dreadneughts with which Turkey intended to 
overcome the naval superiority of Greece and win 
back Aegean isiands taken from her ta the Balkan 
war, These the British seized, While Turkey was 
still fuming over the incideat the German cruisers 
Geeben and Bresias slipped away from the British 
fleet in the Mediterranean and took refuge in the 
Dardanelles. Germany promptiy turned over these 
vessels to Tarkey under the guise of a sale. 

The allies demanded that all the Germans on 
the cruisers should promptly be sent out of Tur- 
key; Turkey demanded her dreadnoughts. While 
the dispute was going on several other troubles 
came up. Then on Oct. 29 Turkish warships, in- 
cluding the Goeben and Breslau—commanded by 
German officers—made attacks on Odessa and 
other Russian ports in the Black sea and on Rus- 
sian shipping. 

The Turkish government tried to smooth over 
this incident, but would not give in to demands of 
the allies that all German officers be dismissed 
from the navy. Consequently on Nov. § Greet 
Britain and France formally declared war. 


Holy War Ie Proclaimed. 


In an effort to stir up the Mohammedans of 
Egypt, India, Persia, Algeria, and Morocco against 
the allies, the Shiekh-ul-Islam at Constantinople 
on Nov. 16 proclaimed a holy war. Its only im- 
portant effect was to lead to the repudiation of 
the sultan ag head of the faithful by Mohamme- 
dan chiefs in those regions. 

Firet hostilities consisted of nevai raids by both 
sides in the Black sea. Then Russia hurried an ex- 
pedition toward Erzerum, in the Caucasus, in the 
hope of catching the Turks unprepared and of 
stirring up a general revolt of the Armenians. 
After heavy losses they were driven back to their 
own territory late in November, and in December 
the Turks sent a strong expedition against Tidis. 
This came to disaster Jan. 3-4, when the Rus- 
sians annihilated an army corps near Ardahan and 
put two others to rout later. Since then the fight- 
ing in that region has been in the nature of a 


thie prize. Fighting has occasionally taken place 
in this valley, but the number of men engaged is 
comparatively small. | 

Great Britain alse seized this opportunity t« 
make sccure her hold om Egypt, which she had 
long held as a nominal dependency of Turkey. A 
protectorate over Egypt was proclaimed on Dec. 
18 Khedive Abbas Hilmi was depesed and Prince 
Hameil Kemal was made sultan. The isiand of 
Cyprus, important in the command of the Sues 
eastern Mediterranean, was formally annexed. 

An ambitious attempt was made by the Turks, 
led by German officers, to raid the Sues canal and 
se cut the communications of Great Britain with 
the far east. During the winter large forces were 
gathered in Palestine, and late in January and 
early in February they advanced across the des- 
ert. Forces of Turks crossed the canal on Feb. 4, 
but they were met by the native and Australian 
troops and severely defeated. Reports afterward 
came out that the Turks had turned on their Ger- 
man commanders and refused to go farther with 
the adventure. At any rate, neo further attacks 
have been attempted. , 


Campaign at Dardanelles. 


With the spring began the ‘operations against 
the Dardanelles. This movement was undertaken 
by the Liberal government against the opposition 
of high military authorities. Russia's need of 
ammunition and the high price of wheat were 
the excuses. 

Beginniag on Feb. 21 and going to March 1%, a 
British and French fleet—-composed of at least 
thirty-two powerful vessels, mostly of battleship= 
of the predreadnought era, but including the 
superdreadnought Queen Flizabeth—-hammered at 
the forts at the entrance to the straits.

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Meantime British submarines had had a vital 
share in the campaign. On Deo. 14 the B-11 dived 
under five lines of mines and torpedoed the Turk- 
ish cruiser Messidueh. Later some penetrated the 
Sea of Marmora, one going to the entrance to 
the Bosporus in May and June, scaring Constan- 
tinople, These boats created havoc among the 
Turkish transports, on which the sultan’s army 
had to rely for its chief supplies, and the effect of 
the raids has been seen recently in the lack of 
ammunition of the defenders. : 


TSERBIA’S FATE MADE THE WAR, 


or 


BUT SERBIA IS STILL INT ACT. 


While the great powers were engaged in their 
titanic struggle the fate of Serbia could not be 
lest to sight (let it be told here that this war 
has changed the spelling of Servia to Serbia), for 
Serbia happened to furnish the excuse for the 
great powers to fight out their differences. 

_Berbian ambitions, as opposed to Austrian am- 
Bitions, have been accepted as the immediate 
cause of the great war. Austria wanted Saloniki 
and perhaps Constantinople, and at any rate was 
fearful of the rise of a Slav power on the road to 
the Algean and the Dardanelles. Serbia, remem- 
bering her prowess in throwing off the yoke of 
the Turks, resented the dominion of the Germanic 
Austrians and the Magyar Hungarians over lands 
and people in Bosnia, Herzegovina, Slavonia, and 
Dalmatia that had formed a Serb nation before 
the overfiow of the Moslems. Austria had ab- 
sorbed Bosnia and Hersegovina during the Young 
Turk revolution, and during the Balkan war 
against Turkey had prevented Serbia from getting 
“a window on the sea” at Durazzo in Albania. 

Se there was bad blood. Ex-Premier Giolitt! of 
Italy—after the great war began-—told of Aus- 
tria’'s desire to attack Serbia in 1913 and a veto 
of the plan by Italy. 

Whether promoted by Serbia or not, an anti- 
Austrian movement was eo evident in the Serb 
population of Francis Joseph's empire that strong 
measures of repression were used and then finally 
the Archduke Francis Ferdinand went to Sarajeva, 
capital of Bosnia, in an effort te wih ever the 
pepulation. The archduke was assassinated on 
June 28. 

In consequence Austria delivered her ultimatum 
to Serbia on July 23, and in spite of the protests 
of Russia and other powers began war on the lit- 


tle kingdom on July 25. 


Austrian Invasion Fails. 

It was expected that the Austrian armies would 
soon eweep over the kingdom, but the empire’s 
general staff did not rate sufficiently high the. 
prowess of the veterans who had been through 
wars against the Turks and Bulgarians within 
five years. Wishing to strike a heavy blow at 
the Russians, Austria allotted only 200,000 to 300,- 
000 men to crush Serbia. 

While Belgrade was subjected to a bombard- 
ment of batteries at Semlin and of river monitors, 
an attempt was made to strike into Serbia on the 
Tine of the Jedar river, to the southwest of the 
capital. The itmvaders confidently advanced, but 
after they were across the River Save the Serbian 
army fell on them, and between Aug. 17 and 22, 
on the line of the Jedar river, inflicted defeat that 
completely broke up the Austrian army. 

About the same time the Russians were defeat- 
ing the Austrians in South Poland, and no troops 
eoul@ be spared to guard this front. So the Ser- 
bians and Montenegrins attempted an invasion of 
Austria in the hope of causing an uprising of the 

Biav population. 


The Serbians had penetrated far into Slavonia | 


by Sept. 12, but they encountered sufficient oppo- 
sition to drive them back to their own territory 
by Sept. 17. Farther south the Montenegrins took 
Mostar, the capital of Herzegovina, on Sept. 25,

Second Invasion a Rout. 

The Austrians again advanced up the Jedar 
river, and their right wing overcame the difficult 
mountain country to the headwaters of the Mo- 
fava river, which offered an easy way for an 
advance on Nish. They took Valjevo, on the 
Jedar, on Nov. 17, and by the end of the month 
broke through the Serbian lines at Uzioce at the 
head of the Morava valley. 

Belgrade was captured by the Austrians on 
Dec. 3, the Serbians being compelled to evacuate 
their capital because of the reverses to the south, 
It seemed to the eutside world that the Serbian 
army was crushed and that it was enly a ques- 
tien of weeks before the Austrians would overrun 
the whole country. +e 

Within a week, however, occurred perhaps the 
most astonishing reversal of the war. King Peter 
of Serbia went to the front and revived the spirit 
eof his troops. They suddenly turned on the Aus- 
trians just to the north of the point where they 
had last met defeat, broke through the center of 
the invaders, and within two days had the whole 
Austrian army fleeing in panic. Large forces 
surrendered, great quantities of guns and stores 
were captured, and tens of thousands were killed 
and wounded. ; 


All Serbia ls Cheered. 


By Dec. 15 the Serbians were dgain in Bel- 
grade, their whole territory having’ been cleared 
of invaders. They made no new attempt to enter 
Austria, for an epidemic of typhus raging in their 
ee their ener- 

en. iuatihe 

So Serbia, with her territory tntact, has been 
out of the main fighting for seven months. One 
time raids by Bulgarians and another time raids 
by Albanians took her attention, but it was not 
until Jume that she teok any strong military 
action. 

Then it was not tn the @frection of Austria. 
Italy having entered the war, Serbia saw a chance 
te get the “window on the sea” of which Aus- 
trian hed deprived her, and her armies went 
through Albania and teck possession of Durasszo, 
which Austria had forbidden hér te enter in the 
Balkan war en Turkey. Italy had tried to get 
guarantees that Serbia would take ‘no such action, 
but, being fm the war, could not undertake to 
stop an ally, much as she might distrust the 
ally’s motives. 

Montenegro has figured in the war only as a 
shadow of Serbia and an additional harassment 
of Austria. With the entrance of Italy into the 
hostilities, however, she too took action, on June 
27 seizing Scutari, of which she had been deprived 
by Austria.

Fatal Surprise for Raiders.

We who are tmmersed in the problems pre- 
sented by the great conflict cannot comprehen?

Considering that Italy has engaged in heavy 
fighting since that time, that the western cam-

The average number of casuaities this shown 
is 41,300 daily, of which the allies had 28,000 and 
the Germanic empires 13,300. 

It will be noted, however, that the totals of the 
seriously wounded on the side of the Germans and 
Austrians is given as far smaller in proportion 
than those of the others. Paris officially reported 
the number of German-Austrian prisoners in the 
first five months as 604,000, against 416,000 given 
here for seven months. British and French ex- 
perts, basing their figures largely on death lists 
for Prussia given out in Berlin, declare that the 
German losses alone are more than 4,200,000. On 
the other hand, the Teutonic powers assert that 
the allies have concealed enormous losses.

At least half of these are believed to be on the 
battle lines on the various fronts. 

It is believed that both France and Germany 
have practically reached the limit of their re- 
sources in calling out men. With the losses suf- 
fered added to her present forces, France has put 
into the field some 11 or 12 per cent of her popu- 
lation, while Germany has put about 10 per cent. 
Military critics consider that tq exceed this pro- 
portion would be to bring only/increasing weak- 
ness in @ military sense beca of the industrial 
disaster entailed. \ 

Austria-Hungary has only about 7 per cent of 
her population out, and on paper should have a 
roserve of over 3,000,000. With such diverse pop- 
ulations, however, it can be surmised that she 
will not be able to bring up her fighting forces to 
the extent witnessed in Germany and France. 
Italy has only about 5 per cent of her availables 
in service, and might be counted on to add some 
1,500,000 more. Great Britain, if reports are to be 
believed, has already a reserve of 2,000,000 to add 
to the 1,600,000 now in the field, with hundreds 
of millions in India and millions in her colonies 
to add to her availables. 

It is Russia, however, that can furnish the great 
reserves. Granting that she has lost in the neigh- 
borhood of 3,000,000 men and has 3,600,000 in serv- 
ice, she would still have touched less than half of 
her resources of 14,000,000 men, reckoned on a 10 
per cent basis. She has not called out her full 
strength largely because of lack of arms and 
transports. But for years she would be in posi- 
tion to keep her army up to its present strength 
while others grow smaller. 


Staggering Cost of War. 


As to the cost of the war, the governments have 
been candid only so far as necessary to float great 
public loans. As to what has been done in the 
way of private arrangements for credits and is- 
sues of currency and short time notes little has 
been to Figures obtained from Wall street 
financier position to know, coupled with those 
obtained from good sources of information in 
Washington, however, would appear to justify the

In this calculation nothing is included of debts 
contracted by Japan, Turkey, Italy, Serbia, Bel- 
gium, Montenegro, and the British colonies. These 
could easily bring the total. to $2,000,000,000. 
Home credits and the extraordinary taxes that 
have been imposed in all the nations could ac- 
count for $7,000,000,000. 


Hage Cost for Britain. 


Putting the figure at $25,000,000,000 would mean 
a daily average expenditure for all the nations 
of $68,500,000. This figure is not unreasonable in 
view ef the statement by Premier Asquith on 
Jene 15 that the British war outlay from April 1 
te June 12 had been $13,300,000 a day, and that 
thereafter it would be $15,000,000 a day or more. 

What may be the cost aside from the actual 
military expenditures none can say. Great terri- 
tories in Belgium, France, Russia, Poland, Aus- 
tria, Serbia, and even Germany have been laid 
waste, and the destruction has begun on the Aus- 
tro-Italian frontier. Industrial organizations 
throughout all the nations have been demoralized 
with the millions of men withdrawn from pro- 
ductive to destructive fields, and the whole trade 
of the world has been upset by the elimination 
of the German merchant fleet and the devotion 
of the bulk of the allies’ merchant fleet to mili- 
tary purposes. That cost the future must count, 
for the future must pay for it. 

The great question now is: 

Hew long can the nations stand this drain of 
men and treasure?

Italy up to her entrance into the war was the 
center of a great diplomatic contest. Germany 
sent Count von Buelow, ex-chancellor, as ambas- 
sador to urge her to fight for the triple alliance 
or at least to remain neutral. The entente pow- 
ers sent their ablest diplomats to combat the Ger- 
man influence. 

Italy proclaimed her neutrality early fn the 
war, and afterward explained she had refused to 
follow Austria because the terms of the triple 
alliance had been broken by the latter’s attack 
on Serbia and because Italy’s interests would be 
harmed by any upsetting of the Balkan status. 
This policy was welcome to most of the people 
of Italy, for their greatest anxiety was to settle 
old controversies with Austria while they had an 
opportunity. 

Their chief grievance lay in the possession by 
Austria of the Trentino, of Istria, including Tri- 
este, and of the Dalmatian shore and islands on 
the east coast of the Adriatic. Not only was the 
Trentino chiefly populated with Italians, but it 
formed a great military salient on the southern 
slopes of the Alps through which an army from 
Austria would have splendid natural advantages 
in attempting a descent on North Italy. 

So far as the Adriatic is concerned, the west 
shore offers a few good harbors for naval uses, 
and Austria had possessed and fortified the fine 
harbors at the head of the sea and had made a 
chain of naval stations among the Dalmatian 
islands. So Italy north and east was at a great 
disadvantage as an independent world power and 
she wanted to wipe this out. 


Italy Afraid of the Slavs. 


On the other hand, she found that even if she 


| entered the war and helped defeat Austria she 


might find herself in almost an equally bad posi- 
tion so far as the Adriatic was concerned. Ser- 
bia claimed the Dalmatian shore on the ground 
that it is chiefly inhabited by Serbs, and was 
backed by Russia. With the czar presumably to 
control Constantinople and the Serbs in position 
to dominate the Adriatic, Italy would face a Slav 
power instead of a German power and would 
not have been in much better position to reach 
out for the influence of ancient Rome in the 
Mediterranean. 

So negotiations went on for more than nine 
months, Germany trying to get Italy to reduce 
her demands and to get Austria to concede some- 
thing substantial, and France and Gregt Britain 
trying to get Russia to curb Serbia's ‘ambitions. 
In the end an agreement was reached with the 
entente powers, but ite terms have not been re- 
vealed.

AEROPLANES OF GREAT VALUE; 


DIRIGIBLES 


HAVE DONE LITTLE 


In the air the dirigible has been a great disap- 
pointment, the aeroplane d@ revelation. 

When the days of secrecy are past and inter- 
ested ones are permitted to dig into the records 
of the aeroplanes, many tales of surpassing in- 
terest will be found and much information, too, 
for those who study the art of war. 

Most notable has been the achievement of the 
aeroplane in overturning the strategy of surprise 
in war. Moltke, with air scouts in the Franco- 
Prussian war, would not have needed to get in- 
formation through «@ stray dispatch to a Paris 
paper of the surprise movement of Marshal Mac- 
Mahon toward Metz, and MacMahon could have 
learned in time of the German movement to crush 
him. Wellington at Waterloo need not have wor- 
dered when Blucher would get up, or Napoleon 
asked where was Grouchy. Even if wireless and 
telephones failed, airmen could have gone out and 


=a learned of conditions. . 


Aboukir, Cressy and Hogue off the Hook of Hol- 
land. 

This disaster led to a remarkable order by the 
British admiralty. Its big ships were instructed 
met te ge te the assistance of any sister that was 
torpedoed, but te make their way out of danger 
as speedily as possibie, leaving it to chance or 
smaller boats to save the crew. The disaster 
also ted to the withdrawal or greater caution of 
the patrolling fleet. . 

Nevertheless the British cruiser Hawke was 
caught tm the North sea Oct. 16, and the battle- 
ship Formidable was made a victim in the Eng- 
lish channel Jan. 1. Another daring exploit was 
that of a German submarine which penetrated 
the Downs Nov. 11 and sank the gunboat Niger. 
Reports had it that the Greadnaught Audacious, 
sunk off Lough Swilly, Ireland, on Oct. 27, and 
the Bulwark, sunk in the Medway river, Nov. 36, 
were also victims of submarines, but this has 
never been established. 

The exploits of a German submarine which 
went to the Dardanelles, however, were really 
the most notable feat on the German side. This 
boat made its way from some base in the North 
sea past Gibraltar and through the Mediterrancan 
ané Aigean sens. It sank the battleships Tri- 
umph, Majestic, and Agamemnon, May 25-27. 

Austrians have had submarines tn the Adriatic, 
but their only bag in the year was the French 
armored cruiser Leon Gambetta, which was sunk 
in the strait of Otranto, April 29, while patrolling 
the mouth of the Adriatic. 


Allies’ Feats in Dardanelles. 


The allies’ submarines have had smal) oppor- 
tunity to show what they could do against a 
hostile fleet because the enemy has kept closely 
in well guarded harbors. Stories have been told, 
however, of several attempts to penetrate the 
waters of Cuxhaven and the Kiel canal. 

One of these boats made a daring raid Dee. 26, 
when it éived under five lines of mines in the 
Dardanelies and sank the Turkish cruiser Mes- 
sideun. In the last two months others have pen- 
etrated the Sea of Marmora—one going even to 
Constantinople—and have seriously impeded the 
operations of the Turkish army by sinking trans- 
perts inden with troeps, ammunition ané sup- 

It was Feb. 18, however, that the submarine 


smaller nation. Admiral von Tirpits, head of the 
German navy, improved on this idea and prevailed 
on the kaiser to sanction the use of submersibles 
as commerce destroyers. Against the protest of 
the United States, a “war sone” was established 
eround the British isiands and warning given 


that all merchant ships therein were liable to be 
attacked with torpedoes. 

With the beginning of this warfare the British 
government announced that it would establish a 
complete blockade of Germany, even stopping 
goods going through to neutral countries which 
might be destined for that country. This was 
not the sort of blockade sanctioned in former 
wars when a cordon of ships had to be drawn 
closely around a port, but Great Britain pleaded 
that such a blockade could not be established in 
the face of submarines. 

This was & new policy established by the un- 
dersean bonts that has brought both sides in the 
struggle inte diplomatic conflict with the United 
States and other neutral nations. 


Great Bag of German Boats. 


Up to mid-July the allies had lost in round 
numbers some 260 merchant ships through the 
operations of submarines. Many of these carried 
supplies for the armies in the field, others food 
and supplies much needed in Great Britain and 
France. It is a German claim that many of the 
ships sunk were transports carrying troops te 
Freace from England and that heavy losses 
thus imeurreé have been concealed by the allies. 

The tonnage of the ships thus destroyed has 
almost reached the 500,000 mark, the lives lost 
are almost 1,700, and the property loss is put at 
about $40,000,000. The losses have been much 
larger in recent months since the new German 
U boats have taken to the water. Details of their 
construction are kept secret, but masters of ships 
that can make in the neighborhood of sixteen 
knots have found to their cost that they can 
be overhauled by the new craft. These boats also 
carry guns on their decks that can sink @ mer- 
chant ship. 


In consequence of these developments freight 
wates have gene @p on all sides and insurance 
rates on vessels that venture within the German 
zeme have been tripled in recent months. Short- 
age of imported foods is marked in Great Britain, 
while the Gah supply has recently fallen off al- 
most 50 per cent, largely because of the destruc- 
tien of many trawlers. 


United States Drawn In. 


The submarine campaign also led to serious 
differences between Germany and the United 
States. Adding to the sinking of the ship Frye 
and the shelling of the American steamer Cush- 


ing by an airship, as irritating events, came the» 


sinking, March 23, of the British steamer Falaba, 
killing an American, the torpedoing of the Amer- 
ican steamer Gulflight May 1, and the damage to 
the American steamer Nebraskan by a mine or 
torpedo May 25.

Only on the Russian front, where the German 
air corps has been superior, has it been possible 
to carry out great surprise tactics,

Feats in Dropping Bombs.

Destructive raids have been made also. Points 


of concentration behind the lines of the enemy, 
rallroad stations, trains, supply and ammunition 
depots, and airship hangars have been the targets 
ef bombs that have wreeght much destruction of 
which the public has never been informed. Ger- 
man raiders have gone over Paris, have attacked 
the headquarters of Gen. Joffre, have tried to 
reach the King of Belgium and President Poin- 
care when they were together, and have frequent- 
ly bombarded Dunkirk and other British concen- 
tration points. They have also dropped missiles 
on ships at sea. 

Allied fiyera in the west, however, have per- 
formed the most spectacular feats, so far as the 
public has been informed. They have sent out 
squadrons of aeroplanes, as many as twenty at « 
time, against various points inside the German 
lines, and assert that great damage was done. 
One of these expeditions reached the naval sta- 
tion and hangars at Cuxhaven Dec. 25, when huge 
oil works were said to have been set on fire: an- 
other reached the submarine yards at Hoboken, 
near Antwerp, when several boats under con- 
struction are said to have been badly damaged; 
another was made to Karlsruhe, capital of Baden, 
June 15, in retaliation for raids on London, when 
the palace of the Grand Duke of Baden was badly 
damaged and important chemical and explesive 
works were set afire. 


No Great Zeppelin Raids. 


As for the Zeppelina, Great Britain before the 
war 414 not place much faith in them, and France 
little more, but much German effort was expend- 
ed on them. During the year threats have come 
from Germany that great air cruisers would 
spread terror and devastation through enemy ter- 
ritory. It was the confident belief of the German 
public that the spring would see a terrible visita- 
tion om London of the acknowledged German 
hatred. 

But the Zeppelin raids have been few and the 
Geatruction wrought far less than that deme by 
the aeroplane. 

Their first exploit was the bombardment of 
Antwerp, Oct. 8, when two or three dropped many 
bombs and fired guns at various buildings.

Parker, my informant remarked with a 
degree of malice, made his speech with 
his hand in his pocket, gripping, he pre- 
sumed the prize money. Then the house 
became really ecstatic in its appreciation. 

I have also heard on unimpeachable au- 
thority, as the war correapondents say, 
that the judges after studying the afty 
odd scores submitted, begged the Los 
Angeles people to forego the project. They 
did not desire to award a prize. They 
were compelled to. 

There will be wailing among the propa- 
gandists for American music, but 
“ Fairyland ” will probably go the way of 
“Mona.”
